REPORT OF AUDITOR 


February 22, 1951. 


Board of Selectmen, 
Winterport, Maine. 


GENTLEMEN: 


In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised Statutes of 
1944, and at your request, the records of the Town of Winterport 
have been audited by the State Department of Audit for the period 
February 2, 1950, to February 1, 1951, inclusive. 


The examination was made by Auditor M. E. Libby in accord- 
ance with generally accepted auditing standards that pertain to 
municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent 
with that of the preceding year, and included all procedures which 
were considered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained within 
the scope of the examination, the financial transactions of the 
town appear to have been appropriately handled with such excep- 
tions as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in this report present the 
result of the financial operations of the town for the period desig- 
nated. Recommendations are also offered which are believed to 
be worthy of your consideration.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WINTERPORT 
February 2, 1950, to February 1, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Winterport for the year ended February 1, 1951. The 
audit included an examination of the records kept by the selectmen, 
treasurer, tax collector, assessors and town clerk. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet together 
with the related financial statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 1, 1951, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of the various town offices were reviewed and the 
internal controls, accounting records and other supporting evi- 
dences were tested by methods and to the extent deemed appro- 
priate. Cash accounts were verified and receipts, disbursements and 
supporting data were examined. Verifications were made of tax 
accounts and accounts receivable. Surety bonds and insurance 
policies of the town were examined. 


fat ASSETS 


The cash balance of $21,328.90 was accounted for as follows: 
Balance per bank statement—Merchants Na- 
tional Bank, Bangor, January 31, 1951, $20,662.01 
Add: 
Deposit of February 5, 1951 (verified), 4,782.46

From an analysis, on a monthly basis, of receipts and bank de- 
posits it was determined that all monies represented by the re- 
ceipts issued by the treasurer had been promptly deposited. 


Expenditures were made by check and were supported by prop- 
erly authorized warrants. 


Transactions affecting accounts receivable, taxes receivable, tax 
liens and tax acquired property were reviewed. The unpaid bal- 
ances were checked and found to be in agreement with the balances 
shown in the records of the selectmen, tax collector and town 
treasurer. 


The detail supporting accounts receivable, taxes receivable, tax 
liens and tax acquired property was compiled from the records 
as presented for audit. 


The demand deposit and the savings account of the McKinney 
Fund were verified. All transactions affecting this account were 
reviewed. 


RESERVES 


The balances of various operating accounts carried forward to 
the ensuing year amounted to $4,999.67. As compared with the 
balances brought forward from the previous year, an increase of 
$2,810.96 was indicated. The major part of this increase is re- 
flected in the highway and bridges account, less a decrease in the 
Cushing Cemetery account. 


SURPLUS 


An increase of $6,052.91 was reflected in the unappropriated 
surplus as compared with the balance at the close of the previous 
vear. This increase was caused by the excess of available funds 
over expenditures of $6,314.45 less adjustments of $261.54. At. 
February 1, 1951, the unappropriated surplus totaled $37,912.82. 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures disclosed 
that for the 1950 year available funds exceeded expenditures by 
$6,314.45 as compared with $7,311.97 for the previous year, 
or a decrease of $997.52. This decrease was accounted for as 
follows:

Revenues increased $1,291.16 over the previous year with major 
differences being noted in State of Maine, rentals and sales ac- 
counts. Expenditures increased $1,808.09 over the previous year 
with major differences noted in the general government, health, 
education and cemeteries accounts. An analysis revealed that the 
factors contributing to these differences appeared warranted. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, the 
summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The following opinion 
was rendered by the Department of Attorney General on this 
point. 


“‘Tlte municipal officers are bound by the terms of the 
articles in the warrant calling the town meeting pro- 
viding for the expenditure of money. The officers should 
not spend more than the taxpayers appropriated at town 
meeting, unless the statute expressly authorizes an ex- 
penditure in excess of the appropriation.” 


§ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies for high- 
way purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the 
extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The savings bank passbooks representing the investment of the 
various trust funds were examined and the fund transactions were 
reviewed. It appeared that all interest earned on these funds had 
been properly accounted for and the expenditures were in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the bequests. 


GENERAL 


Excise tax collections deposited with the treasurer amounted to 
$5,940.72. The following receipts issued by the collector were 
examined : 


1950 receipts, Nos. 136-707, $4,765.42 
1951 receipts, Nos. 1-93, 1,175.30 
Total, $5,940.72 


A corporate surety bond of $10,000.00 was furnished by the 
New York Casualty Company and covered the treasurer and tax 
collector. 


Invoices, payrolls and cancelled checks were examined to the 
extent deemed necessary with no exceptions being noted. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations are believed to be worthy of 
consideration by the municipal officers: 


The State system of accounting for town owned prop- 
perty and equipment should be adopted so that a record 
will be available to show values and other pertinent data 
for municipal capital investments. 

Journal entries should be used to record transfers be- 
tween accounts rather than using town checks.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING, 1950 


TOWN OF WINTERPORT 


In reviewing the public health nursing program for the past 
year, it would seem that the trend has been toward more group ac- 
tivities than in previous years. While this has probably cut down 
the number of home visits made, it has been possible to give ser- 
vice to more families in the community. Your nurse has visited 
the town 37 times during this year. 


Because of the present world conditions, immunization pro- 
grams have been emphasized. Through the co-operative efforts of 


your local physician and health committee, it has been possible to - 


hold a Child Health Conference every month. 133 infants and 
preschool children attended. 111 children have completed their 
immunization for diphtheria, 100 for whooping cough and 112 
for tetanus. 96 children have been vaccinated against smallpox. 
Each child had a physical examination and the mothers were 
given an opportunity to discuss health problems with the attending 
physician. 


107 home visits were made to families for the purpose of help- 
ing expectant mothers, infants and preschool children attain the 
highest possible level of physical and mental health during this 
period of their lives. 


The school health program has consisted of the public health 
nurse acting as a health consultant to the superintendent and the 
teachers. Immunization for diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 


and smallpox have been offered through clinic facilities. About 70 


children were vaccinated against smallpox. The nurse has made 
10 home visits to families that have been referred by the school 


- 
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personnel because of physical defects and other problems. An ef- 
fort has been made to assist the families in obtaining corrections 
of these conditions using local and state facilities whenever pos- 


sible. 


As the control of communicable disease is a public health prob- 
lem, this can only be attained through the co-operation of each 
individual observing the rules that have been set up for such con- 
trol. Through the co-operation of the members of your community, 
it has been possible for chest X-rays to be obtained at the Regional 
Chest X-ray Clinic, held at Belfast, for 10 people. 


Through the established clinics, which are sponsored by the 
Bureau of Health of the State Department of Health and Welfare, 
many children with a specific physical or mental problem have had 
the opportunity of receiving service from specialists in various 
fields. Among these established services are the crippled children, 
pediatric, hard of hearing, cardiac and mental hygiene clinics. 


It has been through the efforts of your local physician and 
health committees that it has been possible for your community to 
have a much more adequate public health nursing program this 
year. I wish to take this opportunity to thank the town officials, 
school personnel, local physician and members of the health com- 
mittee for their splendid co-operation which has made this pro- 
gram available to such a large proportion of the families in your 
community. I am looking forward to the opportunity to continue 
this work in the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT 
HEALTH COUNCIL 


January 31, 1950 — January 31, 1951 


As another year in the activity of your Health Council draws 
to a close we look back with a deep feeling of appreciation to all 
who have in any way contributed to the work accomplished, and 
look forward to a greater progress in the future. 


In addition to the regular activities of the council as explained 
in Mrs. Creamer’s report, council members have conducted the 
weighing and measuring program in the schools and assisted in 
keeping the health record cards of each pupil up-to-date. A filing 
system, including a complete record of each child attending the 
monthly Well-Baby Conferences, is in the process of completion. 


In January a series of immunizations at the Grammar School 
was started. 117 pupils are receiving diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus, and vaccination shots. These will be completed in March. 


An unexpected privilege came to the children of Winterport 
last fall when, through the co-operation of Mrs. Dorothy Bryant 
of the State Department of Dental Health, the pupils of grades 2, 
5 and 8 (the ages at which such treatment is recommended) were 
given the opportunity to go to Bucksport for a series of fluoride 
treatments. The superintending school committee permitted the | 
use of the school buses and so 91 children took advantage of this 
dental care at no expense to themselves or their parents. 
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It is interesting to note that of the babies born to Winterport 
parents in the last six years, approximately 99% have attended 
and received care at the Well-Baby Conferences. _ 


In May of 1950 four members of the council and Superintendent 
Arthur Webb attended the annual meeting of District III Health 
Councils, of which we are a part, at Port Clyde. At this time 
we extended an invitation to the District to hold the next annual 
meeting in Winterport. This meeting will take place on May 12, 
1951, and some 150 delegates and State health workers are ex- 
pected to attend. 


As one of the highlights of the program your council has been 
instrumental in having an X-ray unit from the State Health De- 
partment in Winterport on that day. All delegates and towns- 
people fifteen years of age or over will have an opportunity to 
have a free chest X-ray. It is hoped that everyone will take ad- 
vantage of this chance. A house-to-house canvass to arrange ap- 
pointments will be made at a later date, and newspaper notices 
will be published for your convenience. To accomplish this under- 
taking the help of persons not active on the council will be need- 
ed. Please respond affirmatively if you are called for aid.

A study of the above table, which gives the enrollment data over 
a three year period, clearly indicates the housing problem which 
you, the citizens of this community, will have to solve. 


Classes of 37-40 pupils are present now in the first, second and 
third grades and the trend will undoubtedly continue for several 
years barring unforseen circumstances. The minimum area per 
pupil is 18 square feet and the recommended is 25 square feet in 
elementary classrooms as set forth in the guide published by the 
State Department of Education in 1948. The largest room at 
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the grammar school contains less than 625 square feet. From 
these figures it can be seen that the rooms at the grammar school 
were originally designed to hold not over 30-35 pupils. So much 
for the physical aspects of the problem, but what of the educa- 
tional aspects ? 


Children in the lower grades need a great deal of individual 
attention. It is here that the foundation is laid and it is too much 
to expect of even a superior teacher to provide the proper back- 
ground for reading and the language arts with classes ranging up 
to forty pupils. When children have learned to read and have 
developed some study habits, it is more reasonable to assume that 
larger numbers can be taught in a formal situation. 


The high school enrollment is only three greater than a year 
ago although there are four less tuition pupils. If it were not for 
small Junior and Senior classes, the situation would be serious. 
With the growing need for a larger commercial department, it is 
only a matter of time when it will be necessary to remove the 
eighth grade from the building. If the school population continues 
to hold at present levels, it will be only five years before the 
classes of 37-40 begin to reach the high school and the physical 
capacity of the building will be exceeded. 


There are several avenues of approach to the problem. First, 
do nothing, which is cheapest, although at the expense of your 
child’s education. Second, add classrooms to the present gram- 
mar school, if feasible, and plan on the construction of a new 
secondary school. Third, plan and construct a new unit to take 
eare of immediate needs. This unit so located and constructed 
to enable future expansion to house the entire educational pro- 
eram for Winterport in the event that an area school on the 
secondary level does not materialize. The site for such a program 
was purchased by the town a few years ago. 


Other solutions may be forthcoming, but I would consider my- 
self remiss in my duty should I not point out this problem to you, 
in whose hands the ultimate solution must rest. 
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Schools opened with the same staff of teachers this fall. One 
change occurred during the year. Mrs. Edna Smith was elected 
to fill the vacancy in the first grade when Mrs. Anna Hall re 
signed due to ill health.

Conveyance costs were slightly lower than last year due some- 
what to the fact that no new tires were needed this year. However, 
it is reasonable to expect that as the buses get older the cost of 
maintenance will increase. There is at the present time a stand-by 
transmission and generator for emergency use. 


The expenditures for texts and supplies are greater this year 
reflecting the general upward trend in the prices of materials. 
Special attention needs to be given this year to the social studies 
program in grades five, six and seven in order to bring the grade 
placement of material in line with the new recommended course 
of study. A wider variety of material is needed at different levels 
in our reading program to meet the needs of the slower groups 
within each grade. Two new typewriters, desks and chairs were 
purchased for the typing room. New maps and map case were 
purchased for the high school social studies classes. 


Several building improvements were accomplished during the 
year. The high school was painted throughout on the interior, 
loose plaster repaired, chimney topped, blackboards painted green 
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to reduce glare and the window sash repaired. At the grammar 
school the east side was shingled, new steps built at the front en- 
trance and some painting and varnishing was done on the interior. 


Last year the high school was fortunate to participate in the 
testing program given by the World Book Co., in the establish- 
ment of new norms. The results were gratifying and indicate the 
high quality of instruction given by the faculty. 


The State Board of Education has approved a new subsidy 
formula for the distribution of 86% of the State aid for the 
support of schools. If accepted by the Legislature, the Town of 
Winterport would stand to gain nearly seven thousand dollars 
in State aid for schools. 


In closing, I wish to express my appreciation for the support 
and co-operation given to our schools.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Following is my fifth annual report as principal of your high 
school : 


At the risk of being repetitious from last year’s report, I would 
again like to call your attention to the difficulties which confront 
your high school because of increasing enrollments. The number 
of students now in high school is not in itself a large number, but 
the breakdown of these figures to show distribution by classes 
speaks for itself. 


The eighth grade now numbers 30; the Freshmen, 34; the 
Sophomores, 31; the Juniors, 14; the Seniors, 14. For the next 
two years the school will be graduating small classes, while large 
ones will be entering. The present facilities will not suffice for 
this increase. This is particularly true in the Commercial De- 
partment. This year it was necessary to have two divisions of 
beginning typing. These two divisions must be carried over into 
their second year, and there will be two more formed from the 
present Freshman class. Add to these four typing classes, two 
years of shorthand, bookkeeping and transcription, and the prob- 
lems there become evident, particularly when one attempts to fit 
these eight classes into a seven-period schedule. The large sizes 
of English and social studies classes with only one room in the 
building large enough for many of them, creates more difficulty. 


In spite of our difficulties, I think we can take pride in the 
results of some standard tests given in the high school last spring, 
the results of which were received this year. The World Book 
Company administered tests in four major areas of high school 
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work to 46,000 students from 288 high schools in 35 states. The 
reports from these tests are of considerable length, and I include 
here only the average score of all the schools participating, and our 
scores in comparison.

* I would like to call attention to the social studies which shows 
'~a ditop below the average. In my opinion, this is an excellent ex- 
* ample of how the instability of a teaching position is reflected in 
" results. In my five years here, we have had five teachers to serve 
in this position ; one teacher in each of the other fields. The social 
studies are now very. capably taught, and I am sure that further 
«tests would show a definite improvement in this field. 

The complete report, along with individual results, are in the 
school files, and if any citizen desires more complete information, 
either on the school as a whole or on any particular individual, I 
will be very glad to diseuss the matter with him. 


The year has been a normal one as to extra-curricular activities, 
Boys’ and girls’ basketball, baseball, plays, and public speaking 
made up our program. Our basketball teams succeeded in winning 
Waldo County League championships in both boys’ and girls’ 
divisions. We would like to extend our thanks to the group of 
citizens who made possible the purchase of an electric scoreboard 
for our basketball games. 


In closing, I would like to stress the fact that the time is rapid- 
ly approaching when it will be impossible to carry on effective 
teaching at the high school under present conditions. Something 
must be done to improve the situation if the present curriculum 
is to be continued.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WINTERPORT 


February 2, 1951, to February 1, 1952 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of the 
Town of Winterport for the fiscal year ended February 1, 1952. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by 
the assessors, selectmen, town clerk, treasurer and tax collector. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result of the 
year’s operations showed that available funds exceeded expendi- 
tures by $3,821.12, and is summarized as follows:

Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, more 
particularly in the highways and bridges, charity and unclassified 
accounts totaling $4,943.48, $426.44 and $1,520.96 respectively. 
The Department of Attorney General has advised that overdrafts 
are not permitted by statute excepting in certain instances where 
emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent 
of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures (Exhibit 
B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, revenues increased by 
$1,793.65, and expenditures were greater by $10,524.42, as com- 
pared with those of the previous year. The factors contributing to 
these differences were reviewed with no exceptions noted. Follow- 
ing is a summary of the differences as compared with revenues and 


expenditures of the preceding year:

The unappropriated surplus of $37,912.82 at the beginning of 
the municipal year was increased to $41,682.62 at the year end. 
This increase was attributable to the excess of available funds over 
expenditures of $3,821.12, less net adjustments of $51.32.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING, 1951 


TOWN OF WINTERPORT 


Thinking back over a period of years, it is very gratifying to see 
the progressive development of the Public Health Nursing program 
in all communities. There are probably many contributing causes 
to this growth, outstanding among them is the increasing interest 
of the citizens themselves in the program and their knowledge of 
the services available. The forming of active local Health Councils 
has done much to expand this program. 


Winterport has been visited by your Public Health Nurse 44 
times this year: 89 home visits to expectant mothers, infants, pre- 
school and school children have been made. 


Through the efforts of your local Health Council, 8 Child 
Health Conferences have been held with the local physician in 
attendance to give physical examinations, immunizations and vac- 
cinations against communicable diseases. Forty infant and pre- 
school children have attended these Conferences. One hundred and 
thirty-five children, in the elementary schools, have attended the 
immunization clinics where protection against diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, tetanus and smallpox have been given. Forty-eight 
pupils in the high school were given immunization against diph- 
theria, tetanus and smallpox. 


Two hundred and thirty-two Audiometer tests were done in the 
schools ; 40 children were found to have defective hearing.

Available Clinics to the community, sponsored by the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare, include Crippled Children, Pediatrie, 
Speech, Hard-of-Hearing, Cardiac, Mental Hygiene, Diagnostic 
X-ray and Cancer control. Service has been given to the com- 
munity through all these clinics. 


Quarterly meetings of the local Health Council and Committee 
planning meetings for the Public Health Nursing program have 
been attended. It has been through the untiring efforts of your local 
Health Council that it has been possible to carry out this service to 
the community. Besides these services, your Council has carried 
out many other Public Health projects. 


Your Public Health Nurse would like to express her appreciation 
to the local Health Council and their assistants for the splendid 
work they did in entertaining the District Health Council and the 
valuable program that was presented at that meeting. 


The co-operation of the school personnel, local physician, town 
officials and local organizations interested in the Health Program 
have been of much assistance to your Public Health Nurse and she 
is looking forward to working in your community in the coming 
year.

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REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT 
HEALTH COUNCIL 


January 31, 1951 — January 31, 1952 


It is again my privilege to present to you a report of the activi- 
ties of the Winterport Health Council for the year January 381, 
1951, to January 31, 1952. 

Statistics given in Mrs. Creamer’s report regarding the many 
clinics and Well-Baby Conferences will not be repeated. At each 
of these Conferences at least three Council members were on hand 
to assist the nurse and doctor. Council members also assisted in 
giving the Audiometer Test, thus making it possible for this work 
to be completed in one day. 

Such things as the weighing and measuring of the grammar 
school in the spring and fall, and recording of results on the school 
health cards, have become routine projects which Council members 
gladly do, and we know the teachers appreciate this effort. 

The Council also acts as a contact between schools and homes 
and the Public Health Nurse, and is glad at any time to locate Mrs. 
Creamer should there be those who wish to get in touch with her. 

Other activities have included the TB X-ray survey in which 
Frankfort also participated. This entailed an immense amount of 
preliminary work, but the various committees, with Mrs. John 
Martelle as general chairman, did an excellent job; and the results 
justified the effort since 679 persons (about 173 from Frankfort) 
over 15 years of age availed themselves of the opportunity to have 
a free chest X-ray. Of this numbef 57 retakes were necessary. 

On the 12th of May, 1951, your local Council entertained Dis- 
trict III Health Councils for their annual meeting. Six counties 
and approximately 50 towns were represented at this meeting, and 
many officials of the State Department of Health and Welfare at- 
tended. An interesting and instructive program, and a delicious 
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luncheon prepared by the Junior Guild of the Methodist Church 
all helped to make the day a successful and profitable one. 

The Council has been preparing a list of mothers with cars avail- 
able during the day, who, in an emergency, would be willing to 
drive a sick child to his home from the school. To date, Mrs. 
Norman Page and Mrs. Stanley Sproul have agreed to help, but 
this task should be shared by more. If you care to help, your 
assistance would be appreciated and Mr. Chantal or any Council 
member would be glad to add your name to the list. 

A hospital bed has been purchased through the Eastern Maine 
General Hospital to be loaned to anyone needing the same. The 
advantage of this type of bed to the patient and those caring for him 
during long illnesses is evident. The bed is kept at the home of Dr. 
Wagner and may be had by contacting him. No charge for its use 
will be made, but anyone desiring to make some recompense may 
contribute to the work of the Council. 

Plans for the new year include a Dental Health Program. Miss 
Eleanor Dority, Dental Hygienist of the State Department of 
Dental Health, will conduct a series of fluoride treatments for the 
pupils of grades 2 and 5 (the recommended age groups) in the very 
near future. This is a continuation of the program started last year 
when some of our children went to Bucksport for treatment. A 
Dental Health Education program will be conducted for all chil- 
dren in grades 1 to 8. 


Well-Baby Conferences will be resumed in the spring; and, if 
finances permit, a series of Adult Clinics will be offered. 

You will note in the warrant in addition to the article requesting 
an appropriation, an article asking that vaccination, prior to enter- 
ing grade 1, be made compulsory in Winterport. We feel since 
world conditions are such that there is a constant shifting of popu- 
lation from all kinds of climates and living conditions, protection 
against smallpox is more vital than ever. Since vaccination is 
offered at Conferences at no expense to the parents, we trust that 
the article will be adopted. 


Before presenting the financial statement of the Council, I 
should like to thank Mrs. Creamer and Dr. Wagner for their untir- 
ing co-operation in the Health Program of our town, the officials of 
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the Methodist Church and Rev. and Mrs. Hawes for their generous 
permission to use the church vestry for Council activities, Mrs. 
Irene Norris for her continued efficiency as Chairman of the School 
Health Committee of the Council, and the town officers for their 
support of our work, and all officers and members for their stead- 
fastness in carrying out the work of the Council. 

Special tribute and thanks are extended to Mr. Arthur Webb for 
his whole-hearted interest and help while our superintendent of 
schools. We know he will continue to support Council projects, and 
we take this opportunity to wish him well in his new occupation.

As can be seen from the above figures the present enrollment in 
the high school building is one hundred twenty. There are twelve 
in the present Senior class, but there are thirty coming into the 
high school from the eighth grade, and there are at least twenty- 
seven entering the eighth grade from the seventh grade, so that the 
total enrollment in the high school building next year will be 136, 
an increase of sixteen over this year. The other classes in the 
grammar school are all near thirty or more in number. This means 
that the facilities of the building are going to be taxed to the utmost 
starting with next year. 


This large number is particularly noticeable in the commercial 
department which has 14 typewriters. We were compelled to have 
two divisions of beginning typing again this year with an.overflow 
of five students who had to be included in the advanced typing 
classes in order to.accommodate them. Subsequently, -by virtue of 
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students dropping out of school, we were able to put the beginners 
in their own classes. However, we should not expect that students 
are going to drop out in sufficient numbers each year to make it 
more convenient for us—nor should we hope for it. 


Further, as there is only one room that is sufficiently large to 
accommodate the largest classes, Mr. Clark and the eighth grade are 
inconvenienced in that they have to have at least one class in the 
main room. 


I would like to point out another feature of the building—one 
that interferes greatly with the efficiency of the various classes. 
This is the fact that it is impossible to go from one room to another 
room in the building without going through a third room. And 
when students go to the basement from the commercial or typing 
room they have to go through the English room. This creates a 
disturbance and an interruption that is unavoidable but a distrac- 
tion. 

Another matter that I would like to bring to your attention is 
the teacher-load. Each teacher on the seven-period schedule we 
teach has six subjects and a supervised study with no free periods 
for conferences or make-up work. This latter is important as we 
have so many bus students who cannot stay for help after school 
hours. The exception to this is the commerical teacher who has no 
study periods, but has a subject every period. In spite of this handi- 
cap and heavy load, however, the teachers are doing an excellent 
job and are to be congratulated. 

I mention these above matters for I feel that I would be remiss 
in my duty as principal if I did not bring them to your attention, as 
they are matters that will have to be acted upon in the near future. 

Attendance this year has been quite good, but it could be im- 
proved upon. I call upon all parents to see to it that absences and 
tardinesses be a necessity and not just a matter of convenience. 


We are going to institute a testing program in the school in the 
near future—that we may better counsel the students in their pro- 
gram of study, and that we may check on their progress in their 
Senior year. This will give us important data for the permanent 
records which are necessary in order to provide information re- 
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quested of us by companies to which former students have applied 
for work. 


I wish to express our appreciation for the scoreboard which is the 
gift of the citizens of the town. It is a great improvement over the 
former method of keeping score, and has proven a great success.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 


Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Winterport, 
Winterport, Maine. 


Gentlemen: 


Pursuant to your request we have audited the bocks of ac- 
count and records of the Town of Winterport for the fiscal 
year ended February 1, 1953, and submit herewith the follow- 
ing Exhibits and Schedules reflecting the financial condition 
of the town at February 1, 1953, and the results of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended. 


The audit consisted of a detailed examination of the ac- 
counts of the selectmen, treasurer and tax collector. The rec- 
ords of the town clerk were not examined. 


Valuation records were reviewed, the commitment to the 
collector was verified and it was ascertained that all taxes com- 
mitted for collection had been accounted for either by cash col- 
lections, duly authorized abatements and discounts or were 
yet outstanding on the records of the collector. Transactions 
effecting prior years taxes were examined. Tax balances as re- 
flected as receivable at February 1, 1953, are supported by de- 
tailed records in the office of the selectmen. A summary of 
transactions effecting taxes receivable is reflected in Schedule 
A2. 


The cash balance of $30,868.57 at February 1, 1953 was 
verified by reconciliation of statement received from the de- 
pository bank. 
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Accounts receivable at February 1, 1953, amounted to 
$987.70 and were verified by examination of subsidiary records. 
Detail of the above is shown in Schedule Al. 


Tax liens totalling $5,399.87 were found to be properly sup- 
ported by liens on file. A summary of the transactions in the 
lien account is shown in Schedule A3. 


Additions to the tax acquired property account and sale of 
property were reviewed. A detailed list of such property is on 
file in the office of the selectmen. Schedule A4 reflects in sum- 
mary the year’s transactions. 


Authorized expenditures are reflected in Exhibit ‘“C” and 
are summarized as follows :—

Unappropriated surplus at the year end was $49,628.89 as 
compared with the close of the preceding year of $41,682.62, 
an increase of $7,946.27. This increase is accounted for by the 
excess of unexpended appropriation balances over overdrafts. 


A capital reserve fund of $5,000.00 was established from 
appropriation for a school building fund. This fund is present- 
ly invested in time deposits with the Bangor Savings Bank. 


Trust fund principal and unexpended income thereon was 
verified by examination of savings bank pass books. A detail 
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of these funds and their investment is presented in Exhibit 
‘SR ‘ 

In our opinion the appended balance sheet Exhibit “A” and 
supporting Exhibits and Schedules fairly present the financial 
condition of the Town of Winterport at February 1, 1953, and 
the results of its operations for the fiscal year then ended.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH — 
NURSING, 1952. 


Another year of Public Health Nursing Service, with its ever 
expanding program, has been completed. Much of the success 
of the program can be credited to the efficient work of the 
Winterport Health Council. 


Your town has been visited by the Public Health Nurse 34 
times this year and 146 home visits have been made. These 
visits include all the types of services the program offers. 


Under the Maternal and Child Health program, 10 Child 
Health Conferences have been held. The total attendance of 
infant and pre-school children were 164. Physical examina- 
tions, immunization against diphtheria, whooping cough, te- 
tanus, and smallpox were given by the local physician. The 
Child Health Conference Committee of the Health Council has 
assisted in the planning and conducting of these conferences. 


An immunization program has been carried on in the schools 
with 93 children receiving protection against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus and smallpox. Seven conferences have 
been held with the teacher to discuss health problems and home 
visits have been made in an effort to help solve the problems. 


The Department of Health and Welfare sponsored clinics 
have been available to the community. Seven persons have 
attended the X-ray Clinic. Pediatric, crippled children’s, cardiac, 
speech, mental hygiene and cancer control clinics have all 
served your community. Your nurse has assisted at pediatric 
and cardiac clinics. 
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Your Public Health Nurse has enjoyed her work in Winter- 
port. She wishes to extend her thanks to the town officials, 
physician, school personnel and health council for the coopera- 
tion and assistance in carrying out the various activities. It is 
such cooperation and teamwork which assures a successful 
and worthwhile community health program.

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BLISTER RUST CONTROL 


The following is a brief report of white pine blister rust con- 
trol work performed in your town in 1952. 

Blister rust control in the State of Maine is conducted by 
the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The Maine Forest Service, 
towns, cities and individuals cooperating. The disease is present 
in every white pine town in the state, varying in intensity 
from light to nearly one hundred percent infection. Pines of all 
ages are susceptible, but the greatest damage is to trees in the 
younger classes. The rust is a two host disease, white pines 
and all varieties of the currant and gooseberry family, called 
ribes, are the hosts. The disease cannot spread from pine to 
pine, but spreads to the pines from the infected ribes located 
within infecting distance, usually under 900 feet. 

Our records show that Winterport has 1,233 acres of pine 
bearing lands, which necessitates the removal of ribes from 
4,041 acres, in order to protect the pines from the rust. 

The Town of Winterport made $400.00 available for this 
work in 1952, and during the control season 18,519 currant and 
gooseberry bushes were destroyed on 1,515 acres, at a cost of 
$839.89 (town $399.94, State 399.95, Federal government 
$40.00). There remains approximately 1,600 acres of the con- 
trol area needing eradication work in the near future. As this 
work is only conducted on a cooperative basis, we recommend 
that your town make funds available for the 1953 work season.

Pre-school enrollment figures were obtained by members of 
the P. T. A. who made a house-to-house canvas in June, 1952. 

Average grade enrollment in the elementary schools is about 
35, and this average holds generally for the period 1920-1953. 
A study of the economic situation and of school enrollment 
leads to the conclusion there is an out-migration of families 
with small children. 

When school opened in September, 45 children enrolled in the 
first grade. Parents were requested to enroll children early in 
the spring, and 35 parents responded. The school committee 
with the consent of the State Department of Education divided 
the grade into two groups. This meant added cost for convey- 
ing children at noon, but it made possible more individual atten- 
tion. In the opinion of the teacher and school officials better 
results are being obtained by dividing this large group of be- 
ginners. 

The crowded condition of the grammar school must be re- 
lieved if scholastic standards are to be improved. The number 
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of students retarded in reading is alarming; and if this condi- 
tion is improved, it can be done only by providing more space 
and more teachers. The Planning Committee proposes to move 
grades 6 and 7 to the new building if it is constructed. This 
would furnish two extra rooms in the grammar school: one 
room for the first grade, and the other might be used for a 
teacher to assist retarded students. Furthermore the problem 
of control and discipline would be simplified and improved if 
children from grades 6 and 7 were moved to another building. 

Decreased enrollment in the high school was not anticipated, 
and may be explained by the following: no new tuition pupils 
have been admitted; several pupils moved out of town; some 
8th grade pupils did not go on to high school; several pupils 
decided in the summer to attend schools in other towns, taking 
courses our high school does not offer; and there were drop- 
outs. If a new high school building could include a course in 
Home Economics or Vocational Training, Winterport would 
not be obligated to pay tuition to other towns. 


BUILDING PLANS 

A pamphlet concerning new building plans has long been in 
the hands of citizens and it is unnecessary to repeat provisions 
already stated. Since the time of the special town meeting last 
September, the Planning Committee and school officials have 
seen the need of moving not only the 7th grade but also the 6th 
grade to the proposed new building. Certain members of the 
State Department of Education have repeatedly emphasized 
the need of better building facilities for our high school pupils. 
The present plan is to construct a new building to house grades 
6 through 12, and it is hoped that in time all the grades will be 

located on the Whorff property site. 

FINANCES 
The fiscal year closes with small balances in both the ele- 
mentary and secondary accounts. School officials feel fortunate 
since many extra expenses arose after the adoption of the ap- 
propriations last March: raises for teachers and school em-

ployees ; high school tuition for pupils attending school in other 
towns; larger purchases of books. 


The school committee has OR Ae a the following 
amounts to the budget committee for 1953-1954: 


Elementary schools, $18,200.00 
Secondary schools, 9,400.00 
General account, 3,000.00 


The increase for elementary schools is for an additional 
teacher and salary increases for all teachers. If the town is to 
secure and hold capable teachers, salaries should be equal to 
those in towns of comparable size and wealth. There will be 
more expense for conveyance. The busses need 8 new tires and 
it will be necessary to install a new engine in one bus. If we do 
not raise money for an additional teacher, we cannot hope to 
improve standards in the elementary school. Additional rooms 
will hardly be useful unless we have teachers to administer 
them. — 


The appropriation request for the General Account includes 
$1,500.00 for improving toilet facilities in the grammar school 
and also for installing a ventilation system. 


REPAIRS 


Two sides of the grammar school building were painted, the 
interior of the high school redecorated, new steps built at the 
rear of the high school building; the floor in the typewriting 
room partially replaced; the first grade room was redecorated 
and the ceiling insulated. 


Furnaces in both the high school and grammar school are 
being enclosed with fireproof material; and a panic lock will be 
installed on the rear door of the grammar school building. The 
fire inspector from Augusta has stated that the fire escape 
stairs on the grammar school are safe. 


This summer the committee plans to reshingle one side of 
the roof of the grammar school. 
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APPRECIATION | 


School officials and teachers wish to thank the many groups 
who have shown an active interest in the welfare of our school 
children: the Lions Club for the splendid Christmas Party 
and its sponsorship of the Milk Program; the Parent-Teachers 
Association for supplying playground equipment. The ani- 
mated and earnest spirit of the people at the special town meet- 
ing has hardly been equalled anywhere. It seems certain that 
the people of Winterport are determined to build at this time 
and to do all in their power to improve the school system. 

I personally am very grateful for the patience and coopera- 
tion of the school committee and townspeople. With parents, 
citizens, school officials and school personnel all working to- 
gether, our schools-are sure to improve.

Commissioner, a Fire Chief, one member of the Superintending 
School Committee for three years. The polls for the election 
of these officers will be open at two (2) o’clock Eastern Stand- 
ard Time, in the afternoon and close at eight (8) o’clock East- 
ern Standard Time in the afternoon. 
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Art. 4. To seeif the town will vote to approve and enter 
into the Proposed Lease Agreement with the Maine Building 
Authority, which has been authorized by resolution of the 
Authority duly adopted on the tenth day of February, 1958 and 
which provides for financing the nine room high school building 
and if funds permit, a general purpose room of approximately 
48 ft. by 90 ft., said school to be known as the Leroy H. Smith 
School, by the issuance of revenue bonds of the Authority under 
the provisions of the Maine School Building Authority Act

The commitment to the collector was examined and it was 
determined that the commitment was accounted for either in 
cash collections, discounts allowed, properly authorized abate- 
ments or was yet outstanding on the records of the collector. 


Your attention is invited to the comments following in con- 
nection with the various items appearing on the balance sheet 
(Exhibit “A’’). 


Cash, $39,871.31 

All of the above was on deposit with the Merchants National 
Bank of Bangor and was verified by reconciliation of bank 
statement. 


A sufficient number of receipts were traced to the treasurer’s 
cash book to satisfy me that all monies received had been 
properly recorded and distributed to the correct accounts. 


Accounts Receivable, $1,211.66 


All transactions affecting the receivables were tested as was 
necessary. Complete details of the balance at February 1, 1954, 
is shown in Schedule A-1. 


Taxes Receivable, $9,955.80 


Detail of taxes receivable at the close of the fiscal year is 
reflected in Schedule A-2. Transactions affecting the various 
years taxes were reviewed. Lists supporting the above bal- 
ance are on file with the selectmen. 


Tax Liens, $3,510.79 


Tax liens are on file in support of the above. It was deter- 
mined that all liens on which the redemption period had ex- 
pired had been transferred to tax acquired property account. 
Lists in support of the balances as shown are on file in the 
town office. Schedule A-3 reflects a summary of the transac- 
tions in this account.

Reserves for losses on taxes and tax liens of $159.05 and 
$78.93 respectively are being carried. 


Tax Acquired Property, $3,559.40 


This balance is supported by lists on file in the office of the 
selectmen. From the analysis of the transactions it was deter- 
mined that all transfers from the lien account were proper and 
that payments have been properly applied. 


Unappropriated Surplus, $57,121.59 


The unappropriated surplus increased over the prior year by 
$7,492.70, this increase being occasioned by the addition of the 
excess of available funds over expenditures of $7,817.07 less 
$324.37 representing charge off of receivables determined by 
the selectmen to be uncollectible. 


During the year the Capital Reserve fund was turned over to 
the local committee for use under the Maine school authority. 


Trust funds and investments thereof were examined. It be- 
ing determined that all funds and the income thereon had been 
accounted for and that expenditures had been made in accord- 
ance with the terms of the trusts. 


In my opinion the appended balance sheet (Exhibit “A’’) 
and the supporting exhibits and schedules fairly presents in 
accordance with generally accepted principles of municipal ac- 
counting, the financial condition of the Town of Winterport at 
February 1, 1954, and the results of the transactions for the 
fiscal year then ended.

Before they will accept a road 
for construction it must have at least an average of fifty cars 
a day passing over it. The only unimproved road that we have 
that they would accept was the Calvin Young Road, which was 
designated as State aid highway No. 13 with the following 
stipulation: “In approving the designation, the Commission 
stipulated that a new safe entrance be provided where this new 
designation will join U. S. Route 1 near Bald Hill Cove.” 


For every dollar that we raise for State aid road construc- 
tion the State will match it by $1.75. This is held in reserve 
and can accumulate through any period of time. The maximum 
amount that we can appropriate in any one year is $1,200.00.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING, 1953 


It is always a pleasure to write an annual report for a com- 
munity which realizes the value of a good health program. That 
the people of Winterport do appreciate good health service is 
shown in the frequent requests that come for special help for 
individuals and families. When a public health nurse has to 
divide her time with so many towns, too little time is available 
for any town. It is a saving of time when the community peo- 
ple cooperate in the program to such an extent as to recognize 
their problems and refer them to the nurse. Because of such 
cooperation in your town it was possible to make 200 home 
visits this year. 


Home visiting is one of the basic services given by the nurse 
which results in some of the greatest benefits to the commun- 
ity. At this time the nurse has the best opportunity to discuss 
family health and to give instruction regarding such questions 
as how to give the best care to the sick, what to prepare for 
the new baby, what foods will give the most value for the 
money, how to make an elderly person in the home more com- 
fortable and how to obtain medical and clinical advice for handi- 
capped children. 


Another valuable service to the community is that pro- 
vided for the very young citizens through the Child Health 
Conference. It is through these Conferences that many of the 
children of your community are given their start toward a 
healthy life. Dr. Wagner has given physical examinations to 83 
infant and pre-school children at the 10 Conferences held in 
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your town. Immunization against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus were given to 66 children and 18 were vaccinated 
against smallpox. Much of the credit for the success of these 
Conferences goes to the untiring efforts of the Conference 
committee of your Local Health Council. Without their as- 
sistance such Conferences would have been impossible. 


Hearing tests were given with the audiometer to 238 school 
children which included all those above the 3rd grade. Some 
hearing loss was shown in 54 children and the families have 
been notified to seek medical advice. An Immunization Clinic 
was held in the high school; 30 students were immunized 
against diphtheria and tetanus and 10 were vaccinated against 
smallpox. It would seem that more students could have partici- 
pated in this phase of the health program. It may well be that 
before this service is offered again, a careful survey of the 
needs of this group should be made. 


At this time we wish to express appreciation for the privi- 
lege of working with you in the improvement of your com- 
munity health.

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BLISTER RUST CONTROL | 


The following is a report of white pine blister rust control 
work performed in your town in 1953. 

Blister rust control in the State of Maine is conducted by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, the Maine Forest 
Service, towns, cities, and individuals cooperating. The disease 
is present in every white pine town in the State, varying in in- 
tensity from light to nearly one hundred percent infection. 
Pines of all ages are susceptible, but the greatest damage is to 
trees in the younger classes. The rust is a two-host disease, 
white pines and all varieties of the currant and gooseberry 
family, called ribes, are the hosts. The disease cannot spread 
from pine to pine, but spreads to the pines from the infected 
ribes located within infecting distance, usually under 900 feet. 
The spread of the disease is controlled by destroying ribes 
growing closely associated with pines. 

Our records show that Winterport has 1,517 acres of pine 
bearing lands, which necessitates the removal of ribes on 3,605 
acres, in order to protect the pines from the rust. 

The Town of Winterport made $400.00 available for this 
work in 1953, and during the control season 10,318 currant and 
gooseberry bushes were destroyed on 2,025 acres, at a cost of 
$837.90 (town $399.95, State $399.95, Federal government 
$38.00). We are pleased to report that at the end of 1953, all 
control work is completed that is necessary at this time and 
that the entire control area is on maintenance. No further 
control will be needed for an indefinite period, depending on 
the recurrence of ribes bushes. State and/or Federal scouts 
will make periodic examinations to ascertain if currant and 
gooseberry bushes are re-establishing themselves in menacing 
numbers, and will report to the town when further control is 
needed. 


Thank you for your cooperation in the control of the disease.

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REPORT OF THE WINTERPORT HEALTH 
COUNCIL 


January 31, 1953—January 31, 1954 


It is a pleasure to present to you a brief report of the activi- 
ties of the Winterport Health Council for the preceding year. 


The report of your public health nurse includes statistics on 
the Well-Baby Conferences, the High School Clinic, and the 
Audiometer Test. Health Council members have assisted at all 
the Clinics and Conferences. The percentage of high school 
students availing themselves of the opportunity for immuniza- 
tions is much smaller than that of the elementary pupils. It 
would seem that the need for protection against smallpox, 
diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping cough is important through- 
out the entire school years, and that more should take advan- 
tage of the clinics. 


Last spring your Council arranged for a First Aid Course to 
be given at the highschool. Eighteen seniors completed the 
course which was given by a qualified instructor. The Red 
Cross supplied materials. 


Other activities have included the weighing and measuring 
in the fall and spring of the grammar school children and the 
recording of the results on the school health cards. Trans- 
portation has been provided when needed for children who were 
ill. Arrangements were made for physical examinations to be 
given the basketball teams. The Council helped publicize Dia- 
betic Detection Week and assisted Dr. Wagner during office 
hours. One school child needing glasses was referred to the 
Lions Club. Eight of the Council members attended the Dis- 
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trict IIL 8th annual meeting at Vinalhaven. New inspirations 
are the result of these meetings at which all Councils repre- 
sented give an account of their activities of the year and at 
which there are one or more qualified speakers from various 
health fields. 


Last year a filing cabinet was purchased for the duplicate 
Health Council record cards. A bedside table was purchased 
to accompany the hospital bed. Again a reminder that the bed 
and table are available free of charge to anyone in need of 
them by contacting Dr. Wagner. 


This year we have purchased a first-aid kit for the Elemen- 
tary School, and the West Winterport Extension Group has 
donated a similar one to the Leroy Smith School. Your Council 
has also purchased a fold-away bed, mattress, pillow, cover, 
two blankets, and a set of weighing and measuring scales for 
the clinic room of the new school. A set of baby scales to be 
used at the Well-Baby Conferences was also purchased. 


Your Council has been making plans for the return of the 
TB X-ray mobile unit since last summer. The waiting list of 
towns is long, and no definite date has been given us as yet. 


In addition to the above, your Council plans to continue the 
Well-Baby Conferences beginning in March or April, the school 
clinics, and assistance during Diabetic Detection Week. Other 
projects discussed have been a Home Nursing Course, dental 
work, and blood-typing. 


The Council wishes to thank Mrs. Creamer, Dr. Wagner, 
and the officials of the town, the School Department, and the 
Methodist Church for their valuable assistance and coopera- 
tion; their thanks also to the members of the Woman’s Club, 
the Daughters of Isabella, the W. S. C. S., the Junior Guild, 
the Lions Club, and the Legion Auxiliary who have been so 
generous with their donations. I wish to thank personally the 
officers, committee chairmen, and members of the Council for 


their efficient and untiring efforts in carrying out the work 
of the Council. 
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The Winterport Health Council is your Council, formed to 
serve you. The active members are delegates from the various 
organizations of the town; and the meetings which are held 
regularly on the first Tuesdays of March, June, September, and 
December, are open to the public. The Council can best serve 
you if you, as citizens of Winterport, make known your wishes 
either through your delegates or by attending the meetings.

Members of the School Committee, Parents and Citizens: 


The past year has brought many changes in our school sys- 
tem. The first grade has been moved from unsatisfactory 
quarters in the town hall to the Elementary School building ; 
and grades 6-7-8 are now located in the Smith School. On Jan- 
uary 4th high school groups began classes in the new building. 
Although the new building was not completed when school 
opened in September, it was necessary to house grades 6-7-8 
in this building—there was no other place. For at least three 
months pupils and teachers held school under very definite 
handicaps: it was impossible to keep floors clean; it was neces-. 
sary to use a temporary heating system; and there were muddy 
grounds, dust, and the noise of construction activities.

The total enrollment of 381 is an increase of 40 over the 
number in our schools at this time a year ago. 28 pupils out 
of this 40 are in the first grade and also in other elementary 
grades representing new arrivals since school opened. 12 of 
the 40 are tuition pupils from Frankfort and Newburg. 

If the entering first grade is 45 or more next fall, it will be 
necessary to move grade 5 to the Smith School and engage 
another teacher. There is a good deal of moving in and out of 
town and it is very difficult to forecast enrollments over any 


period of time. 
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It may be pointed out that the pupil capacity of the Elemen- 
tary School is 200; and the Smith School will accommodate 250. 


TEACHERS 


There are 13 teachers in the two schools. This is one more 
than formerly due to the large enrollment in grades 1 and 2.

Four years ago elementary teachers were receiving $1,600.00 
a year and high school teachers, $1,900.00. The need of raising 
teacher salaries nearer a fair amount is the main reason for 
increased appropriations. The new Minimum Wage Law effec- 
tive in August, 1954, compels the adoption of higher salaries 
for most small towns—especially on the high school level. 


I wish to thank teachers for their devoted efforts; and I 
feel confident in saying that throughout our school system this 
year there is a marked improvement in tone and general morale. 
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FINANCES 
The overdraft in the elementary account is due to heavy ex- 
penses for books and supplies and costs of conveyance were 


more than anticipated. New books were especially needed in 
grades 6-7-8, and these rooms are at present well-provided. 


The school committee is recommending the following appro- 
priations for 1954-1955: 


: Elementary schools, $21,000.00 
Secondary school, 14,000.00 
General account, 3,000.00 


The amount for supervision is now included in the appropria- 
tions for school maintenance accounts. The large increase in 
secondary school appropriation is due mostly to teacher salary 
raises, higher costs for janitor service and for lights and water. 


Rising costs for schools are inevitable if we are to continue to 
improve facilities and if we are to secure and hold good teach- 
ers. This situation is common to most towns and necessarily 
causes deep concern as to where the money is to be obtained. 
Unless our small towns are to be overburdened, the State must 
distribtite larger subsidies for school maintenance. 


REPAIRS 


Our major repair was the enlarging and improvement of 
toilet facilities in the elementary school. Last year’s budget 
included $1,500.00 for this project and for installing a ventila- 
tion system. This last item had to be given up because of the 
excessive cost of improving the toilets. The plumber estimated 
the cost of toilet repairs would be $1,000.00; but after the 
work was started, difficulties were met which more than 


58 


doubled the estimate. The principal charges for labor and ma- 
terial are as follows:

Special cement work, 13.00

After school opened and fires were started in the elementary 
school, a section of the furnace cracked and was welded as a 
temporary expedient while we waited for the arrival and in- 
stallation of the new section. This expense amounted to 
$235.00. 


The toilet rooms are larger, there are more facilities and 
washbowls with soap and towels have been provided. The cost 
has been heavy, but it is an improvement for health that was 
very much needed in the elementary school. 


The new building will need few if any repairs for the com- 
ing year, and the only repair for the elementary school will be 
to complete the reshingling job—something we hoped to do 
last summer. | 


Sometime in the future the town should plan other improve- 
ments for the building that houses our young children. The 
floors ought to be covered with a material easy to clean; the 
ventilation system, referred to earlier, should be installed; 
shelves for books built; and the windows repaired. I look for- 
ward to the day when the town will own adjacent property for 


playing grounds and to the furnishing of playground equip- 
ment. 


CONCLUSIONS 
The nation-wide interest in and concern for public education 
is a healthful sign of the times. Parents are aroused and are | 
working for better buildings, higher wages for teachers and a 
better quality of teaching. Parents and schoolmen are strug- 
gling with the problems of overcrowding, retardation, the 
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failure to assume responsibility ; and at times, downright law- 
lessness. 


In the midst of criticism and financial burdens let us not lose 
sight of one important, underlying fact: we are all vitally in- 
terested in good schools as the chief hope of a better world. 
This I firmly believe and I have an abiding faith in the good 
intentions of all parents and citizens when they are thinking 

about schools. 


We wish to thank the Lions Club for the milk program and 
the Christmas Party; and the Parent-Teachers Association 
for their continued activities for the schools. 


Teachers and students alike appreciate the beautiful sur- 


- roundings and general atmosphere of the new building. I am 


glad to report that students are careful in the use of school 
property. 


Generally speaking the current school year shows improve- 
ment and I wish to thank all groups for their interest and 
cooperation.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee: 


How can our school be a better school? How can we, as fac- 
ulty members, make it a better high school? These two ques- 
tions have been the basis of our approach to Winterport High 
School this year. The people of the town have done their share 
in giving their children a good physical plan. It is our job, as 
teachers, to make the educational, moral, and spiritual at- 
mosphere equal or surpass the physical. That job, I believe, is 
being done. It is not finished nor will it be with the close of 
school this year. But we are started on the road to a healthy 
and robust educational program, a program that you have 
wanted and one that our graduates can look back upon with 
pride and thankfulness. 


Any administrator will look first at the standard of the 
product turned out by his company to ascertain whether or 
not it is what it should be. The standard here was and is below 
what should be expected of a good small high school. Not all 
the fault lies with the lack of equipment, an old and outmoded 
school building, or with a strange lack of interest on the part 
of the townspeople on the goings-on in the school. A lot will 
and does depend on the attitude of the principal and the teach- 
ers toward the youngsters in their charge and toward the pro- 
gram. We, here, are dedicated to the task of giving the stu- 
dents what they need and of making the program as worth- 
while as possible within our own limitations. 


A real education entails work and if the comments of our 
students can be taken as true, then they are doing more work 
this year than they have done for some time. A real education 
must have the interest of the students. Here, we are handi- 
capped by a limited program that does not have material that 
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is of the same interest to all but within that limit. I believe we 
can claim a growing interest in what is offered. A real educa- 
tion demands a disciplined atmosphere. Obtaining that kind 
of school atmosphere has been one of our prime objectives and 
here it is that we have made our greatest progress thus far. 
Both student attitude and student behavior have improved im- 
mensely since the beginning of the year. There is still room for 
improvement. A real education offers opportunity for moral 
and social growth and we have been and will strive toward 
higher goals in both though good progress has been noted al- 
ready. This, in a general way, is a report of where we have 
been and what we have accomplished to date. 


The future is hidden but we can look ahead toward what we 
would like to do. I would like to see an active intra-mural pro- 
gram in athletics to give a greater number of children a chance 
to participate in a school program of sports. The intra-mural 
schedule would not be limited to athletics but would include 
such activities as class one act plays, speaking contests, spell- 
ing bees and others. A chance to get in the act would and 
should be the watchword. I would like to see the Student 
Council assume a real responsibility in the governing of stu- 
dent affairs and to reorganize our society here along the lines 
of the society into which they will pass upon graduation. 
Neither of these desires is going to be fulfilled overnight but 
they do-give us a goal to head for. 


With these in mind, we will continue to fight for and work 
for a tight school, a worthy educational program, ever increas- 
ing moral, social, civic, and spiritual responsibility, for the 
recognition of these boys and girls in our charge as an integral 
part of this community, and for all those factors which will 
allow us to do our job better and make our graduates a force of 
- betterment in town affairs.

I have completed an audit of the books of account and records

The audit consisted of a detailed examination of the accounts 
of the selectmen, treasurer, and tax collector. No examination 
was made of the records of the town clerk. All audit procedures 
deemed necessary were utilized in the development of the ap- 
pended exhibits and schedules. The system of internal control, 
particularly that pertaining to cash control was examined. 


The commitment to the collector was examined, it being de- 
termined that the commitment was fully accounted for either 
in cash collections, duly voted discounts, properly approved 
abatements or were yet outstanding on the records of the col- 
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lector. It was further ascertained that all cash recorded as re- 
ceived by the collector had been properly paid over to the 
treasurer and deposited in accordance with the statutes.

It is with a feeling of great satisfaction that I undertake the 
writing of the annual report for the Town of Winterport. 


It has been a pleasure to work with the Local Health Council, 
the physician, the town and school officials. Through them and 
their desire to give health service to the community, I have - 
constantly been stimulated and encouraged to help them de- 
velop an adequate health program for your community. 


Through a series of Child Health Conferences 37 infants and 
pre-school children have received physical examinations and 
immunization against communicable diseases. 134 school chil- 
dren have been protected against communicable diseases. 


Through our special clinic services and other facilities it has 
been possible to secure service for handicapped children, people 
with defective vision, children with a cardiac condition, indi- 
viduals with tuberculosis and their contacts, and people with 
cancer. 


When a community is as interested in its health problems 
as yours is, there seems to be no limit to the types of services 
that can be rendered. Your Local Health Council is untiring in 
their interest and effort to make your town a better place in 
which to live. 


An educational health program might be of interest to the 
members of the community. Your nurse will be glad to assist 
in planning for discussion, and film strips on such topics as

cancer detection, tuberculosis and communicable disease con- 
trol, mental health and nutrition, can be obtained if there is a 
desire for this type of program. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to the people of Winter- 
port who have made the health program such a success this 
past year.

The Council acknowledges gratefully the work of Dr. Wag- 
ner and Mrs. Creamer, the untiring efforts of Mrs. Horace 
Norris as School Health Committee Chairman, the work of all 
Council members, and the cooperation of school officials, parents 
and friends. 


Since Mrs. Creamer’s report contains statistics regarding 
many of the Council projects, these figures will not be repeated 
here. 


Clinics at the L. H. Smith School and the Elementary School 
for booster immunizations, vaccinations and immunizations 
met good response at the Elementary School, but were not as 
well attended at the L. H. Smith School. The consensus of 
medical opinion is now that a period of three years should 
elapse between immunizations, so clinics will not be repeated 
in the schools until the latter part of 1956. 


The monthly Health Conferences for children of pre-school 
age were held from April to November and had an average at- 
tendance of 15. These conferences will be resumed in January

The patch test was given to Grades 8 through 12, and of the 
78 tested, all were negative. 


The Council made arrangements for the basketball squads 
to have physical examinations by Dr. Wagner.

All grades from 1 through 8 were weighed and measured 
and the results recorded on the school health cards. 


Detailed plans for observance of National Diabetic Week 
were made and carried out November 14 to 20. At this time a 
free urine analysis was available to anyone desiring it. Council 
members were at Dr. Wagner’s office each afternoon to meet 
anyone bringing in samples, so that there need be no incon- 
venience of delay. It is difficult to understand why so few peo- 
ple take advantage of an opportunity to prove that an ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of cure. 18 tests were made 
and all were negative. We’re sure these 18 people feel the 
project was worthwhile, but we can’t help wonder how health- 
conscious people in general really are. 


Disappointment was evident following the public meeting 
on fluoridation of the town water supply. The weather man 
caused postponement of the first meeting on December 6th, but 
Mr. Earl Tibbetts, engineer from the State Department of 
Health, made a second trip to Winterport the following Mon- 
day to address a group of 3 lay people and Dr. Wagner. The 
Council is not trying to stuff any new projects down your 
throats, but is trying to present opportunities for open discus- 
sion, pro and con, on current issues to determine whether or 
not they might prove of value to the health of the Winterport 
folk. The fluoridation question is vital to all areas, for though 
marty do not have town water in their homes, their children 
drink it at school and so are affected. 


Future plans of the Council include replacement of the equip- 
ment lost in the fire at L. H. Smith School. This will necessitate 
delay in any dental project temporarily. 


Progress in the use of polio vaccine is being féllowed closely, 
and if and when the time is right for it to be available to Win- 
terport, effort will be made in that direction. 


Weare still trying to bring about the return of the TB X-ray 
unit, but still get the same answer—your turn is not yet. We 
will persist. 
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Five Council members attended the District Conference in 
Sydney in June. Here speakers and discussion groups and an 
exchange of ideas and reports was beneficial to all. 


May I close with the oft repeated, but still true reminder; 
the Council seeks only to be your representative in working 
for the good of all townspeople. All meetings are public. Your 
presence and your ideas are urgently sought. If you cannot at- 
tend meetings, write a letter and send your suggestions and 
constructive criticisms. 


Meetings are held on the first Tuesday of March, June, Sep- 
tember and December.

It is apparent that the first grade entering class next fall will 
again be about 45. Up to September, 1954, the elementary 
building could accommodate the larger entering class but the 
full capacity of the building has now been reached. There seems 
no question that the fifth grade will have to be moved to the 
extra room in the Smith School beginning in the fall of 1955. 
The-only alternative is to reopen the first fioor of the old high 
school and this would mean additional expense for maintenance 
—heat, light, janitor. 


Between February, 1953, and February, 1955, the enrollment 
has increased from 338 to 405—an increase of 67. This is an av- 
erage of two classrooms; and if this rate of increase continues, 
the town will be compelled to reopen the old school building. 
It may be pointed out that this rapid increase in enrollment and 
the subsequent problem of housing is occurring in many places 
and all this in spite of new buildings completed.

According to a research bulletin recently published by the 
Maine Teachers’ Association, the average teacher salary for 
our State is $2,900.00. This includes all schools including acad- 
emies. This same bulletin records that the average salary of all 
teachers in Winterport is $2,365.00, and this places Winterport 
near the bottom of the list of towns of comparable size. Some 
towns listed are:

Maine salaries continue to look small in comparison with 
those of teachers in other states and in comparison with those 
of Maine people engaged in other occupations, except agricul- 
ture. Teaching is still not remunerative enough to attract an 
adequate number of qualified teachers to meet the ever in- 
creasing needs. 

When we consider the present scarcity of trained teachers 


and the great importance of the classroom teacher, we are justi- 
fied in trying to increase the incentives to teach. 
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TRANSPORTATION 


In August, 1954, members of the school committee and su- 
perintendent made a complete survey of transportation routes 
and they studied needs for the coming school year. A public 
meeting was held in the Smith School and parents with special 
conveyance problems were invited. 


It appeared that the route of the Clements bus would be espe- 
cially crowded and Mr. Clements agreed to purchase a new 60 
passenger bus and was given a three-year contract. After school 
opened in September, so many children were moved to homes 
on the route of the Clements bus that it was necessary to place 
an additional bus on the Rancourt Road and to transfer several 
pupils to the Higgins bus. 


Children in town are conveyed from the School Street area 
to the Smith School and also from the so-called Paddy Hollow 
area to the Elementary School. These two groups are conveyed 
after the buses have discharged groups brought from longer 
distances and this in no way deprives others of transportation. 
Furthermore, there is very little additional cost for conveying 
these town groups. 

The two town-owned buses were bought in 1947 and in June 
will be in use 7 years. The capital investment represented in 
these buses is practically exhausted and too much money is be- 
ing spent keeping them in repair. It is imperative that some- 
thing be done and the committee has voted to ask the voters for 
$5,000.00 for the purchase of chassis for each of the buses. A 
possible alternative is to buy one chassis for $2,500.00 and keep 
one bus in repair; but this action appears to be doubtful 
economy. 

Winterport conveys about 55% if its pupils and the school 
committee has gone the limit in trying to accommodate all sec- 
tions and families. 

Conveyance costs, like other school costs, have risen sharply ; 
and the only way to reduce costs is to transport fewer pupils. It. 
is doubtful, however, that any section or group will wish to 
give up transportation of its children.

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The amounts budgeted for teachers provide for salary raises; 
and the estimated income for elementary schools is sufficient 
for the hiring of another teacher. The school committee is con- 
sidering a raise of $100.00 for each teacher, but this has not 
been formerly voted. 


The school committee is requesting the following amounts 
to be appropriated for the next fiscal year: 


Elementary schools, $21,000.00 
Secondary school, 14,000.00 
General account, 3,000.00 


These requests are the same as those of a year ago. 


Reference to the financial statement at the end of this report 
will show there is a balance of $1,956.87 in the elementary ac- 
count and a balance of $933.40 in the secondary aécount. These 
balances were made possible mostly by the additional subsidy 
granted by the special session of the Legislature last fall, and 
by the receipt of more tuition money than was anticipated. The 
legislature granted more money to the towns with the hope 
that it would be spent for something needed by the schools. 
The school committee has carried forward this amount with the 
idea that it would pay for the extra teacher needed next fall. 


REPAIRS AND THE GENERAL ACCOUNT 


In connection with the elementary school, the following re- 
pairs have been made: 


New grates for the furnace. 

Windows repaired and fitted more closely. 

Window ventilators installed in each room. 

The roof on the west side coated with tar. 

Steps repaired in connection with the fire escapes. 

Wiring replaced from the ceiling to the lights in each room. 
New doors for the cellar entrance. 


A record player was purchased for the grammar grades and 
a liquid duplicator for the elementary school. 
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Two improvements planned for next year are the installation 
of a ventilation system in the elementary school and the 
shingling of the west side of the roof. If the request for an 
appropriation of $3,000.00 is granted, there seems no doubt 
that these two improvements can be made. 


LEROY H. SMITH SCHOOL 


Repairs in the Smith School (required by the fire of last 
October) are under way. Over $4,700.00 is at the disposal of 
the building committee for restoring the building to its original 
eondition before the fire. The principal’s office and classroom 
have been renovated and at present the corridor is being 
painted. 

When warm weather comes, it will be necessary to complete. 
work on the playing field: more bushes must be cleared and 
the field must be made more level before it can be used for 
baseball. We hope, too, that shrubs can be planted at the front 
of the building. 

The school committee wishes to thank Mr. Quigley and Mr. 
Ritchie and their helpers who provided funds and labor for in- 
stalling a flagpole in front of the building. 


~ CONCLUSIONS AND OBSERVATIONS 


The demand for a sub-primary class might be met by use of 
the old high school building, but this would mean an additional 
expense of over $3,000.00. It would cost $800.00 for mainte- 
nance of the building ; $650.00 for new seats; at least $1,200.00 
for a teacher from September to February, the end of the fiscal 
year; and doubtless, it would cost more for conveyance and 
books and supplies. 

Many groups and individuals have helped our schools during 
the past year. We wish especially to thank the following:

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Transportation has been a difficult problem this year and I 
wish to thank the bus drivers for their faithful and efficient 
efforts. 


Your school committee has been very faithful in meeting, and 
individual members have given much of their time in serving 
the interests of our schools. 


With all the criticisms of public schools, research on a nation- 
al scale shows that boys and girls are better taught today 
than in the past. More is known about how children learn and 
a great deal has been found out about better methods of teach- 
ing reading and arithmetic. 


More progress could be made if we all took the attitude that 
we must attack the problem—not the schools and school per- 
sonnel.

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby requested

To see if the town will vote to adopt the following 
proposal, to wit: That upon completion of action in Article 3 
of this warrant, the meeting will adjourn to meet in this hall, 
March 15, 1955, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to act. upon the 
articles remaining in this warrant. 


Art. 3. To choose by secret ballot, according to Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 91, Section 49 through 683, a first selectman, a 
second selectman, a third selectman, a first assessor, a second 
assessor, a third assessor, a first overseer of the poor, a second 
overseer of the poor, a third overseer of the poor, a town clerk, 
a town treasurer, a collector of taxes, a road commissioner, a 
fire chief, one member of the superintending school committee 
for three years. The polls for the election of these officers will 
be open at two (2) o’clock Eastern Standard Time, in the after- 
noon and will close at eight (8) o’clock Eastern Standard Time 
in the afternoon. 
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Art. 4. To fix the compensation of the town treasurer for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To fix the compensation of the collector of taxes for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To fix the compensation of the road commissioner, 
and wages to be paid men and trucks employed on the highways 
during the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To fix the compensation of the selectmen, assessors 
of taxes, overseers of the poor for the ensuing year.

Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to be expended under the direction of the 
selectmen for the purpose of cutting grass and bushes in the 
public cemeteries, within the limits of the town, with rhe ex- 
ception of Oak Hill Cemetery, or act thereon. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care and maintenance of Oak Hill 
Cemetery, to be expended under the supervision or the Oak Hill 
Cemetery Association, or act thereon. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Win- 
terport Water Company to add fluorides to the water supply 
being distributed to said Town of Winterport. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to create the office of 
electrical inspector and authorize the selectmen to appoint one. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to adopt the following 
regulations governing electrical wiring and the work of an elec- 
trical inspector. 


(1) The electrical inspector shall have had training and ex- 
perience in the electrical field, and a State license. 


(2) Allinterior wiring for supplying electricity for any pur- . 
pose shall be done in strict accordance with the Electrical Code 
of the National Board of Fire Underwriters.

(3) No person shall make any electrical installation unless 
they shall have secured a permit from the electrical inspector. 
An electrical installation shall mean the installation or altera- 
tion of electrical conductors, fittings, devices and fixtures for 
heating, lighting and power purposes. They shall not include 
the installation or repair of portable appliances, and other port- 
able electrical equipment, installation of which involves only 
the insertion of an attachment plug into a receptacle outlet or 
minor repair work such as repairing flush and snap switches, 
replacing fuses, changing lamp sockets and receptacles, taping 
bare joints, and repairing drop cords. 


(4) Application for an electrical permit shall be made in 
such form as the electrical inspector may require. A fee of 50c¢ 
shall be charged for each permit. Such fees collected shall be- 
come the wages of the electrical inspector. 


(5) The electrical inspector shall inspect insofar as possi- 
ble all installations for which permits are issued and shall cause 
such installations to conform to the requirements of this ordi- 
nance. It shall also be his duty to see that such installations | 
are made in conformity with the provisions of the laws of the 
State of Maine. 


(6) No permit shall be required for work in connection 
with the erection, construction, maintenance or repair of lines 
for transmission of electricity from the source of supply. to 
service switch on premises where used by public utility corpo- 
rations, or railroad companies; nor for the work of such plants 
or companies on premises owned or controlled by them; for the 
work of said companies in installing, maintaining and repair- 
ing, on the premises of customers, service connections, meters 
‘and other apparatus and appliances remaining the property of 
such plants or companies after installation; nor for work in 
connection with the lighting of public ways, alleys, private 
ways, or private or public parks, areas or squares; nor for work 
of companies incorporated for the transmission of intelligence 
by electricity, in installing, maintaining or repairing wires, ap- 
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paratus, fixtures or other appliances used by such companies 
and necessary for or incident to their business, whether or not 
such wires, apparatus, fixtures or other appliances are on its 
own premises. 


(7) No person shall make any electrical installation unless 
they shall have an electrician’s license issued by the Electri- 
cians’ Examining Board of the State of Maine. 


(8) No license shall be required for any work for which no 
permit is required under the provisions of Section 6 of this 
ordinance nor shall any license be required from learners or ap- 
prentices working with and under the direct personal super- 
vision of licensed electricians, nor from electricians employed 
by theatrical companies to install temporary wiring and appli- 
ances required for the purpose of the engagement of such 
company, subject to the supervision of a person licensed under 
this ordinance.

To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care of Abbott Park. 
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Art. 36. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for winding the town clock. 


Art. 37. Tosee if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to transfer $1,824.04 from the income town property ac- 
count to the town hall account, or act thereon. 


Art. 38. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of the town hall. 


Art. 39. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for miscellaneous town expenses. 


Art. 40. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for memorial purposes, for the free 
library, for street lighting. 


Art. 41. To choose one or more constables. 


Art. 42. To choose one or more measurers of wood, bark, 
lumber, shingles, clapboards, hoops and staves. 


Art. 48. To choose one or more fence viewers. 


Art. 44. To choose one or more sealers of leather, and seal- 
ers of weights and measures. 


Art. 45. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay town constables. 
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Art. 46. To see if the town, for the purpose of procuring a 
<emporary loan or loans to and for the use of said town in con- 
ducting its municipal business in the current municipal year of 
1955, and in anticipation of and to be paid out of the taxes of 
the current municipal year, 1955, will authorize and direct the 
town treasurer, subject to the approval of the selectmen, to 
borrow from time to time during said municipal year, a sum or 
sums not exceeding in the aggregate, the sum of ten thousand 
dollars, and to make, execute and deliver the negotiable note 
or notes of the town therefor, payable within said current 
municipal year and upon terms as shall be satisfactory to said 
town treasurer and selectmen, any debt or debts incurred here- 
under to be paid out of money raised by taxation during the 
present municipal year. 


Art. 47. To see if the town will vote to instruct its select- 
men not to accept any bill against the town unless it is approved 
by the head of the department of town affairs for which the 
bill is rendered and unless the same is in proper form. 


Art. 48. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men and treasurer of the town to release and convey in the 
name of the inhabitants of the Town of Winterport, to the 
owner at the time of the assessment of the tax, or to his heirs 
or assigns, the rights, title and interest acquired by the town 
in and to any or all real estate conveyed to the Town of Winter- 
port in proceedings of collection of taxes, on payment of debt, 
interest and charges due on respective parcels. 


Art. 49. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men and treasurer of the town to sell and convey in the name 
of the inhabitants of the Town of Winterport, the right, title 
and interest of the town in any or all real estate conveyed to 
the inhabitants of the town in proceedings for collection of 
taxes.
